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Advisory Comments 

In response to the rejection of claim 100 applicant argues that the claim was not 
fully treated in the Office Action of 05/04/2005 and that the "none of the cited references 
discloses injecting bone cement into a vertebral body ." 

Initially, the examiner apologizes for not providing detailed comments on all 100 
claims, unfortunately only a limited amounted of time is permitted for examining each 
application, regardless of the number of claims. 

As to the injecting of bone cement into an "interior region of a vertebral body" 
limitation, Tolson makes it clear in his claims that the disclosed device is to be used for 
injecting bone cement simply into a "bone cavity' (column 4, line 19). Merely selecting 
the interior cavity of a particular bone (or set of bones) which is to be repaired or 
strengthened would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art in view of the 
Tolson teaching that the injection device is to be used for injecting bone cement into 
bone cavities. Moreover, as applicant readily admits in his response, there are other 
references of record that teach the application of bone cement to vertebral bodies.
